The glaring injustice 
attracted the notice of those who 
paid a fine for the l)oy and he was 
released. But the merciless cor¬ 
poration stood immovable for 
“justice”—and the blasting of a 
human life.

SOCIALISM IN 
THE FEDERA¬ 
TION OF LABOR. 


The American Federation of 
Labor was not ready. Not to be 
read)- however is nothing new in 
the history of the labor movement 
—or any other struggle for the 
realization of improved conditions 
for tlie race. In every line of 
huiiniu endeavor the propagator 
of a new theory has ever been met 
with incredulity, lack of sympathy, 
and often with active opposition. 
It ;s the order of progress: First, 
condemnation; next, investigation; 
then, acceptation. And as the 
advocates of every advance have 
iiad to tight their way against the 
active or passive opposition of those 
most to be benefilted by 
change and innovation, so the 
Social Dcinocnits of .\merica, eager 
to liave tneir principles endorsed 
by so influential an organized body 
as the American Federation of 
Laboi, must learn patience and 
abide their time. None can do 
Ibis with more serenity than Social¬ 
ists who know iliat the future will 
confirm their jiresent judgement 
and that what some are jileased to 
call a “will-o’-the-wisp” to-day I 
will be recognized as an actuality 
to-morrow. 

If men who devote their abilities 
to labor’s cause are slow to accept 
our solution and adopt our prin- 
ciiiles, let it not be forgotten how 
important a jiart circumstances 
pla}- in inlliieiKing them, and tliat 
we ourselves .are what our ideas 
and circumstances have made us. 
Dr. J. W. Draper says: “The 
coDHtitution of mau is sueh that 
iviig lime alter lie has dis¬ 
covered the Incorrectness ot the 
ideas prevailing around him, he 
shrinks from their ilomination; 
and, constrained by circumstances, 
he publicly, applauds what his 
private judgmentcondems.” We! 
indulge the hope, nay, we may \ 
venture the assertion, that the 
trades union organizations of the 
country contain a wholesome and 
working Socialist leaven. To en¬ 
courage this element, not with 
honied phrases oi alluring promises, 
but with true co-operation and com¬ 
radeship, is our duty. To heap 
abuse upon leaders of the trades 
union movement who are trying, 
according to the light they have, to 
better the condition of labor is uo 
part of the mission of Social Dem¬ 
ocrats. They are not our advers¬ 
aries; we seek no conquest over 
them; we invite them only to take 
higher ground. We do not ask 
them to lake our name, hut only 
to adopt our principles and array 
the laboring people against their 
economic masters in the polit¬ 
ical arena, where alone their eman¬ 
cipation is jiossible. And this in¬ 
vitation will be given again and 
again until lulsir’s cause has been 
made the cause of tlie nation. If 
there were on the floor of the 
convention hall delegates who 
sought to disrupt the Federation 
or defeat the election of any man 
to any office within its gift, they 
w'ere not members of the Social 
Democratic jiarty. 

lu the discuasion which took 
place, (lomrade Carey, a delegate 
from the Central Labor Union of 
Haverhill, Mass., said: “I am a 
member of the ^cial Democratic 
party. I do not ask you to endorse 
it or any other party. But 1 want 
you to pronounce for the collective 
ownership of the means of produc¬ 
tion—the only salvation for men 
who are now competing with 
machines.” Delegate Carey here 
exiiresseil the conviction of the 
party with which he is connected. 
And the courteous hearing given 
him, together with the spirit of 
fairness shown by his opponents, 
were tokens of the belief of the 
majority in our integrity and sin¬ 


ce-ity of purpose. The discussion 
occured on two resolutions, the 
first of which was introduced by 
tiie committee and read as follows: 

“We are committed against the 
indorsement or the introduction of 
partisan politics, religious differ¬ 
ences or race prejudices. We bold 
it to be the duty of trades union¬ 
ists to study and discuss ail ques¬ 
tions that have any bearing upon 
their industrial or political libeity, 
but we declare that it is not within 
the province of the American Fed¬ 
eration of Labor to designate to 
which political party a member 
shall belong or for which policy he 
will Vote.” I heKansasCitv World, 
ill a rejwrt that treats the Socialists 
with a marked degree of fairness, 
says: 

Mr. Carey was the first speaker. 
He is a slender, beardless young 
man with deep sunken eyes and a 
pale complexion He is a thinker 
and philosopher and his earnestness 
and personal mugnetism are great. 
Ills liome is in Haverhill and lie 
iias tasted all the bitterness of the 
defeat which has met the shoe¬ 
makers in that district. Unable 
to better their condition by argu¬ 
ments to their employers, beaten 
back, blacklisted and suffering 
bodily want, tliey went into politics. 
A striking, blacklisted sliuemaker 
was elected mayor, the city council 
was made uji largely of union men 
and their influence extends even in 
tlie state legislature. 

• “But the instant the news came 
that the Social Democratic p irty 
had elected two men to the legis¬ 
lature,” rang out Carey’s voice, 
“these down-trodden laborers 
doffed the ways of servile curs and 
held up their heads like men. 
(.Applause.) This is the dignity 
the ballots gave to them. This is 
what the discussiop -..of Sodalisni 
brought t6 the 'TOoemakt-re of 
Havertiin. Unless we bad Drongnt 
to these people the light of a know¬ 
ledge of a fietter day coming and 
new faith, the laborers of Haver¬ 
hill would have gone on like dogs 
under the yoke. But now, with 
the accomplishment of the Socialist 
propaganda,they see the means of 
emaneipatioii. 

‘ “I am a member of the Social 
Demoeralic jiarty. I do not ask 
you to indorse it or any other 
party. But I waul you to jiro- 
nounce for the principle of collec¬ 
tive ownersliip of the means of j>ro- 
duction—the only salvation for men 
who are now competing with 
machines. This, in my judg¬ 
ment, is the solution of the jirob- 
lein now confronting the working 
people of America. I appeal to you 
in the name of the ))t“oplei)f Haver¬ 
hill, in the name of the victories 
they have won. Let me go l>ack 
to iheiii and tell them to be of good 
courage, to go on with the fight— 
onward, brother, to the solution of 
our perplexing prubicnis, out of 
the gloom which now envelopes 
lalior, onward into the bright sun¬ 
light of the co-operative common¬ 
wealth.” 

“Wild Rjiplause greeted his 
cliinax and Mr. Carey sat down and 
lit a pipe and smoking calmly 
accepted the congratulations of 
those who crowded around him.” 

George E. McNeill, a veteran 
Audes unionist and a man highly 
esteemed by all who know his 
career, said, in speaking of a sys¬ 
tem that forces women into com¬ 
petitive labor to live: “Nothing 
else will be possible for her until 
the hope of the Social Democracy 
shall he realized.” 

John F. Tobin, president of the 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ union in¬ 
troduced this resolution: 

“Resolved, That this convention, 
believing that the labor problem- 
will be solved only when the land 
and means of production and dis¬ 
tribution and exchange arc held as

1 he most melanchidy' pliase of 
our civilization and tlie greatest 
evil of the greed of cajiital is the 
great army of unemployed, the 
millions of tramps in the country. 
These men are not out of cmploy- 
mi-iit from ehoiee. Hundreds of 
thousanils of them are begging for 
Work ami they are tramps heeause 
there is not work for them. 

Labor saving machinery, the 
greed ot eajdtal and eompetition, 
arc the eause of tramps and of the 
deplorable .eondition of labor. On 
ibe theory that every evil will 
work its own ruination, .Mr. Delis 
encourages bis theories that a bet¬ 
ter time is eoming. 

Kitty years ago, the working 
man. controlled his own tools. 
W'liat he wrought, lie wrought with 
implements that belongeil to him. 
The buss worked with his men and 
their families associateil together. 
Then the lahorer hatl no eoueern 
abotit his position. The hoss de- 
|ieinted oil him and had to have 
him and his tooN. The lalmrer's 
amhdioii was to nm a little shop 
Ilf his oMii and at any time he 
1-011111 start out for hiinsi-lf. Then 
the lahorer wa-^ paid nearly the 
ei)niviileiit -ifwhat he pruduecd and 
heeall^e lie was so jiaid. his jiiir- 
chasiiig jiower was eijual to his 
produelion. Then there was no 
overprodiietion. What was pro¬ 
duced n as -onsumed and in eon- 
sei|Uenee there t\as a continuous 
demand for lahor and lahor tiien 
was at a premium and e;tpi al was 
depemlent -.in it. 

Labor-saving maeliitiery was de¬ 
signed to uitl the laUiritig man. 
Laborers invented it. A man en¬ 
gaged in a trade saw when he could 
make a tlevice that would ease his 
toil, hut capital secured the itivcn- 
lions and capital now has the tools, 
liisleud of capital going out to seek 
the laborer \\itli bis tools, capital 
bus the tools and labor must beg 
for a ebanee to use them and gain 
a livelibootl. With the maebinery 
cajiital is now able to produce four 
times more than can be consumed. 
Cajiital therefore must close down 
its machines jiart of the time and 
throw its men out of c'mjiloyjneiit. 
Then on aecoimt of the excess jiro- 
duct there is eomjietition in sale. 
There is not the demand for the 
jiroduct unless there are sjiccial 
indiieements offered. These spe¬ 
cial inducements are reduction in 
price. One manufacturer reduces 
the jirice, and his ctimjietitor meets 
it with another cut. Tlic cost in 
manufactured articles is mostly la¬ 
hor and these reductimis in cost are 
reductions iii wages. Kvery time 
a latnircr is thrown out ofemjiloy- 
ment, he loses his purchasing j.ow- 
er, lie decreases the demand, he is 
resjionsible for another man being 
laidoffand so on it must eontinue. 
One man out of work counts two 
and daily the tramjis are iuereasing. 
This very greeO of cajiital, tliougb 
it will further imjioverisb the work¬ 
ingmen, will, eventually jirovc 
the undoing of cajiital, and labor 
by co-ojierution will rise sujiremc. 
When eventually cajiital has im¬ 
poverished labor so that there no 
longc-r a demand for the jiroduct, 
there will be no tnore congregating 
of t'O millions of jieojile in one 
community like Chi<-ag<>. The peo-

above as times when popular art 
flourished ■— Ancient Greece and 
Mediaeval Europe—and by study¬ 
ing the conditions and ideals which 
prevailed at these epochs, we shall 
gather fresh inspiration for our 
battle against the ugliness of to¬ 
day. 

The life of Ancient Greece was 
one of the most brilliant periods in 
the world’s history. The Greeks 
were inUixicatcd by the love of 
beauty in everything around them, 
and to this day the magnificence of 
their sculpture and architecture has 
never been equaled. They were men 
who thought but little of commerce, 
but who thought everjfthing of the 
commonwealth, and of the cultiva¬ 
tion of their minds and bodies. 
Our word ‘‘idiot” is derived from 
a Greek word which simply meant 
a private person, i. e.. one who 
took no interest in public affairs, 
tif course one cannot forget that all 
the glory and pomp of Greek life 
rested upon the misery and degra¬ 
dation of a slave population. But 
let 118 remember that at this period 
in the world's history Nature was 
a liard task-master. Today machin¬ 
ery has made Nature our slave. 

Mediaeval Europe produced Art 
yet greater than that of Greece. 
The visitor to Veniee, Florence. 
Nuremhurg, Chester, Oxford, may 
even now see something of the 
bcauiy that once was theirs. The 
wondrous cathedrals of England 
and other Eurojioan four tries arc 
a standing momniient to the genius 
and thecntluisiBSm of the working¬ 
men who cmhodiwl their thoughts 
ill thestoiie before them. Museums 
e' erywhere are filled with multi¬ 
tudinous jiroductS — all showing 
beauty and originality—from the 
Ini' ds of unknown craftsmen in 
these so-called ‘‘Dark Ages. ’ Re¬ 
member that this was essentially a 
democratic art. The guilds of 
workers performed their tasks in a 
spirit of happy comradeship, each 
one free and unfettered in the 
execution of hie design. 

The prevailing characteristics of 
the two jieriuds named may be 
shortly summed up as Idealism, 
I’ublic Spirit, Co-operation. The 
jirevailing characteristics to-day 
are commercialism, selfishness and 
strife. The fniif of the one set of 
conditions is beauty and happiness; 
the fruit of the other is ugliness 
and misery. 

Socialism will jtrovide exactly 
tlic condition in wliicli a great and 
noble art will flourish. it is in¬ 
spired by a mighty iileal—the 
mightiest that ever stirred the 
hearts of men. It will supplant 
self interest by altruism and singlc- 
liearted devotitm to the common¬ 
weal. It will put peace and fel¬ 
lowship in place of war and com¬ 
petition. 

The absolute unity of interest in 
a Socialist community, and the 
spirit of brotherhood which would 
dominate such a society, will find 
its most frcipient exiiression in 
public works of art. The public 
Iniildiugs will he of noble architec¬ 
ture. The parks and gardens will 
contain statuary and sparkling 
fountains. The streets will be 
broad and lined with trees. Dom¬ 
estic architecture is likely to under¬ 
go great change, for the commumil 
life of the future will bring into 
existence majestic halls, with dec¬ 
orated rooms and cool courtyards. 

What new inspiration the arti.'-t 
will find in tlicse diys to come! 
Every great mind feels the ignom¬ 
iny of giving his best for private 
use and enjoyment. .Artists to-day 
are sick of pandering to the wants 
pf jirofit-mongers, who have been 
I persuaded that it is ‘‘the thing” to 
liave’their houses filled with ex¬ 
pensive works of art. In the 
future, men of genius will delight 
to give the best creation of hand 
and brain to the com.moxwealth. 
The finest friezes and |>ictures will 
not be found in private houses, but 
ill the public halls. The best arch¬ 
itecture will be found not behind 
barred gates, but on the national 
highways, the joint possession of a 
great and happy people. 

Under Socialism men will make 
ALL work —Bo far as it is possibte to 
do so—pleasureable and beautiful. 
To-day goods are produced under 
one motive—the accumulation of 
profits. Houses are built, food is 
cultivated, utensils are manufact¬ 
ured, primarily in order that cer¬ 
tain men niay increase their riches, j 
In a Socialist societv the motive 


would be as simple as it is ratioijial 
and natural. We should prodiice 
food, clothing and shelter siinbly 
because we needed them, and be¬ 
cause they were necessary to our 
lives. This idea of production for 
use, as • pposed to production for 
profit, is much more far reaching 
than might at lirst appear, and it 
is certain to affect the workmanship 
of all commodities. It will be a 
different spirit, and a different end 
in view. If we are to make wares 
for ourselves and our friends, who 
in their turn will reciprocate by 
ministering to our wants, there 
will be obviously a very powerful 
incentive to produce sound and good 
work. We shall know that upon 
their efforts and ours depends the 
comfort and happiness of our lives. 
The very bimplioitt of the Socialist 
life of the future, its return to 
nature and its deliberate repudia¬ 
tion of all the shams and hypo- 
crises of modem society, will be 
a sure guarantee for the production 
of popular art. 

There remains still another as¬ 
pect to this subject to be considered, 
namely the unity ofhandand brain 
under Sociali: m. In our present 
society the separation ol hand and 
brain has been going on gradually 
for several centuries, until at last 
we have jiractically shifted the 
whole of the manual work of the 
community on to one class, while 
all the intellectual work is monop¬ 
olised by another class, the result 
being tliat the intellectual class 
keep the manual class in the bonds 
of slavery. In some extraordinary 
fashion we have come to believe 
that manual work (obviously the 
most useful of all) is “degrading,” 
and it has been, and still is, the 
ambition of most manual workers 
to get into jiositions where they 
will not need to work with their 
hands. Of course this conditicn 
of things is as grossly unnatural as 
it is absurd. Everj’ man has men¬ 
tal and physical functions and if 
he develops the one function at the 
exjiense of the other, the result is 
certain to be detrimental to his 
character. It stands to reason that 
a man who has an idea is able to em- 
Ixidy that idea in the work of his 
own liands (if he has been instruc¬ 
ted to use them properly) far more 
jierfectly than if he iias to give 
directions to some other man. 
Thus the old masons and builders 
who were thoroughly practical 
workmen, were able to turn out im- 
measiirahly iiiier work than mod¬ 
ern archittct.«, wlio sit at case in 
their offices and draw ]dans. The 
downfall of pojiular art can be 
largely traced to this unnatural 
separation of liand and brain, t.nd j 
with tlicir unification will conic 
once again the tlesirc and ability 
to produce beautiful things. 

1 have in this article discussed 
shortly what may be called the 
economic side of art. I have en¬ 
deavored to prove that the whole 
future of ar*. rests with Socialism, 
and the gradual emancipation of 
the workingmen. If we could only 
bring these truths to the perception 
of all wlio love beauty throughout 
the world, the Socialist ranks would 
he swelled by a new and powerful 
liody of allies.

NATIONALC’ONSTITUTION. 

In submitting the revised consti¬ 
tution for the national organization 
which will be found in this paper, 
the Executive Board calls attention 
to th” omissiun of a constitution for 
State and Local Branches. This 
omi.ssion is made because the 
national constitution must deter¬ 
mine largely the nature of the rest. 
UjMin the final adoption of the 
national constitution, a draft 
of State and Branch constitutions 
will be submitted. 

It is suggested that members be 
as brief as possible in stating their 
reaons for and against its adoption. 
There should be free and full dis¬ 
cussion, but it is hoped that rep¬ 
etition and irrelevant matters will 
be avoided. 

Afterthc adojitionofthe National 
constitution, followed by the State 
and Branch constitutions, they will 
be submitted to a vote as a whole.

3. State pensions for every pet- 
son over 50 years of age, and ade- 
(piate provisions for all widows, 
orphans, sick and disabled workers! 

4. Free, secular, primary, sec¬ 
ondary and university education, 
with free maintenance while at 
school or university. 

5. The raising of the age of 
ohild labor, with a view to its ulti¬ 
mate extinction. 

6 . Municipalization and public 
control of the drink question. 

7. Abolition of indirect taxa¬ 
tion, and the gradual transfer of all 
jiublic burdens to unearned in¬ 
comes with a view to their ultimate 
extinction. 

The Independent Labor Party is 
in favor of every proposal for ex¬ 
tending electoral rights to both 
men and women, and democratis¬ 
ing the system of government.

Another Mechanical Advance. 

New and imjiroved form of 
roller gins for American stajile 
cotton have been put into service 
by the Advance Gin Co., Vicks¬ 
burg, Miss., where there is a bat¬ 
tery of twenty roller gins at work. 
Tlie.se gins feed themselves, aud 
unload the cotton on a roller ujiron 
that take it to the eomjire.'is. The 
seed drojis muler the tioor where 
ma hinery jiolishes it hhu k and 
loads it on ears oh its way to the 
olive oil mills of Eunqie. 

The twenty gins run on one hale 
of cotton, and when it is out the 
eonijiress eonijiresBes it. Samjiles 
are token of the lint while the cot¬ 
ton is being ginned; lialf of the 
sanijile is given to tlie jilanter, 
and the other half is kejit by the 
gill. Wlu-n eoiujiressed the hale 
is weighed, a certificate given to 
the jilanter and it is rea<ly' to he 
shijijied (o any cotton mill in the 
woild. 

Thus not only does this new 
machinery helji the jilanter obtain 
two cents a jiound more for his 
cotton hut it does away with his 
tax he is now under for samjiliug 
and weighing his cotton and com- 


of jiroduction, that have beon slip¬ 
ping from the hands of the capital¬ 
ist class, into public jiroperty. By 
this act it frees the means of pro¬ 
duction from their previous cajiital- 
ist quality, and gives their social 
character full freedom to assert it-! 
self. Thenceforth, soeiiil jirodue- 
tion ujKin a jire-iletermined jilaii 
becomes jiossible. The tlevelojiinent 
of jiroduction makes the t;ontimi- 
unee of several social classes an 
anachronism. In jiroportion as 
anarchy in the jiroduction of Sn- 
eiety disajijiears the jiolitieal auth¬ 
ority of the state becomes dormant. 
.Man. finally masterof bis own form 
of social organization, becomes at 
the same time lord over nature— 
lord over himsel.'—iu short, free. 
To aeeomjilish this work of uni¬ 
versal ernaneijiation is the historic 
mission of the modern jiroletariat. 
To investigate its historic condi¬ 
tions, thereby its nature itself, and 
thus to impart a consciousness of 
its ownimition to that class that, 
ojipressed to-day. is called upon to 
do the act—that is the task of the 
theoretic expression of the move¬ 
ment of the jiroletartat, i. e. of 
scientific Socialism.

Bronsart vonj 
Schellendorf and Von Halinke for 
the arrest of Socialist leaders in the| 
event, seemingly, of revolutionary : 
disturbances. He said such meas-! 
ures do not arrest the growth of 
Socialism, which he pointed out, j 
fundainentally difl’ered from j 
anarchy.
